Claims 2, 6, 9, and 12 have been cancelled as per Applicant's amendment. 



Response to Arguments 



4. Applicant's arguments, see page 10, filed 03 September 2008, with respect to the prior art 
rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejections of 
claims 1, 3-5, 7, 8, 10, 11, and 13-15 have been withdrawn. 



5. Claims 1, 3-5, 7, 8, 10, 1 1, and 13-15 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As noted above, the Examiner agrees with the Applicant's arguments on page 10 of the 
response filed 03 September 2008, specifically that the prior art is silent as to updating a list 
stored on the medium. Since no teaching can be found that would render the limitation obvious, 
claims 1, 3-5, 7, 8, 10, 11, and 13-15 are novel and not obvious.
